BOOSTERS MEET MONDAY 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


Things are looking up, a bit, for 
the Wilmington Boosters, Attheir 
meeting of a week ago there were 
about 20 persons present, in stead 
of the half dozen which attended the 
first meeting, 

The Boosters are supporters of 
High School athletics, They willbe 
meeting again Monday, inthe small 
cafeteria of the High School, 

To be discussed in themeeting 
is the coming Button Drive, the 
Football Program, and finally the 
election of new officers, 
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Boston Herald writes of the Earl of Wilmington 


The Boston Herald in its Sunday 
edition of Sept. 25th had a story 
about the Earl of Wilmington - the 
man after whom the Town of Wil- 
mington, Mass, was named, The 
story was rather uncomplimentary 

Written by Alice Burke, the lady 
Says of Spencer Compton, Earl of 
Wilm ington, at the time he was 
Speaker of the House of Commons: 
‘he was the butt of every cartoon- 
ist in London, continually lam- 
Pooned as greedy, weak, dull and 
Pompous. Even members of his 
own party in Parliament wrote of 
him in scathing tefms, One des~ 
eribed him as; 

‘A heavy, plodding fellow, with 
Great application, but not talents, 
His only pleasures are money and 
eating: his only knowledge forms 
and precedents? 

‘The most formal, solemn man 
in the world’ said another, ‘but a 
great lover of private debauchery’ 

The Oxford History sums him up 
as a ‘nonentity’ 

Yet in September 1730 the pro- 
vinclal governor of Massachusetts, 
Jonathan Belcher - Cambridge- 
born, Harvard-bred and home af- 
ter six years mercantile exper- 
jJence in Europe - had reason to 
flatter the earl of Wilmington, 
Belcher had been in the post only 
six weeks, following three other 
governors who were appointed and 
dis-appointed in quick succession 
by England’s new king, George IL, 

Belcher wanted to hang onto his 
job, and when the first new town 
came up for christening could think 
of no more useful godfather than 
the man George II had recently 
enobled as an earl, 

Compton was a crony ofthe king, 
having served as his personal trea~ 
surer while he was the Prince of 
Wales, The earldom was a con- 
Solation prize because parliament 
refused to accept him as prime 
minister in 1728 after George was 
crowned, 

Belcher, who retained his gov- 
ernorship, wasn’t the only colonial 
appointee of the king who found it 
Politic the ticklethe new peer’s 
vanity, In short order, the goy- 
ernors of Delaware and North Ca- 
rolina followed suit andnamednew 
towns Wilmington, Without these 
American namesakes, the ear! long 
since would have been forgotten 
entirely, 

This 1s also true of half a dozen 
other noblemen similarly honored 
by Belcher during his 11 year ten- 
ure which ended in a row over 
money, Many newborn towns had 
as little to say as new-born infants 
about the names and sponsors that 
were given in baptism, 

And {ff the libertine earl was no 
great shakes as a godfather, Wil- 
mington Mass ( and the other Wil- 
mingtons) can rejoice in the real 
origin of their name, Although 
England’s Wilmington is small - 
population 200 - and far off the 
beaten track on a leafy, country 
lane, it 1s anything but obscure, 

It is the home of a very famous 
fellow - as subtle as the earl was 
blatant, as fascinating as he was 
dull and as enduring as he was 
transient, The other chap’s name 
is simply ‘The Long Man of Wil- 
mington’. 

How long his huge, unclad fi- 
gure, 240 feet tall, has stood 
etched in the chalk-white soil un- 
derlying the grassy downs - and 
why he is there - are among Bri- 
tain’s greatest unsolved mysteries 
Not quite on a par with ‘Who built 
Stonehenge?’ but almost, 

Every year thousands of visitors 
come to inspect ‘The Long Man’, 
Artists, archeologists, scholars, 
Scientists and just plain tourists 
puff up a steep hill, tracing his 
enormous outline and guessing at 
the purpose of what appear to be 
two tall staffs in his widespread 
hands. But no one has ever un- 
locked his secret. 

He has a brother, known as ‘The 
Cerne Giant’ about 80 miles away 
in Dorsetshire. ‘The Giant’ isna- 
ked, too, and is carved inthe chal- 
ky turf of a hillside, but there the 
similarity ends, 

‘The Long Man’ stands benign 
and passive, while ‘The Giant’ isa 
fierce, virile, somewhat erotic fel- 
low, brandishing a great club over 
the village of Cerne Abbas, 

Experts, who say the two car- 
vings are of the same age and origin 
agree on little else, Some believe 
they are pre-Christian and proba~ 
bly the very ‘figures of enormous 


size’ that high school sophomores 
read about in Caesar’s account 
(Book VI) of the Roman invasion 
of Britain. 

Others maintain that they are of 
a much later date - about 900 A.D. 
~ and were left as calling cards by 
the Danish invaders, 

The fact that both supermen de- 
corate hillsides close to old Bene- 
dictine monasteries once gave rise 
to specualation that they were made 
as an idle pastime by monks, But 
this was quickly dismissed not only 
because of the uncouth nature ofthe 
fellow at Cerne, but because of evi- 
dence that the monks at Wilmington 
tried unsuccessfully to obliberate 
‘The Long Man’. 

A more likely explanation of the 
juxtaposition is that both religious 
houses were built to baptize or pu- 
rity sites of pagan worship - a 
custom not uncommon in the Middle 
Ages. In line with this theory, ‘The 
Cerne Giant’ is presumed to sym- 
bolize a god of fertility and ‘The 
Long Man’ the sun,god, opening the 
gates of dawn, 

Wilmington Priory, over which 
he stands as an eastern sentinel, 
goes back to the 11th century and 
originally belonged to French Be- 
nedictines, whose mother-house 
was in Normandy, They were gi- 
ven the land by a half-brother of 
William the Conqueror who ac- 
companied him to England, 

(Here Miss Burke reviews at 
some length the history of the 
Priory during the wars of the 
French and English, and later a 
capsuled history of Wilmington du- 
ring the period before the invasion 
of France in World War II). 

She goes on to say: 

The only damage the village took 
was when a tank, trying to turn 
around on the narrow road, bashed 


into a cottage. And when soldiers, 
apparently bored to the point of 
practising subway art, defaced a 
mural in a 1450 house. Many of 
Wilmington’s houses are built of 
stones taken from the priory after 
it was abandoned, 

The pilferer’s chore in hauling 
them down the hill must have 
laborious, But it Was nothing com- 
pared with the -herculean feat of 
Asa G, Sheldon of Wilmington, 
Mass, He was agenlus ofall trades 
who called himself a farmer and cut 
the top off Boston’s Pemberton 
Hill in 1835 in five months while 
onlookers laughed and said it woula 
take three years, 

Asa lived to describe this tri- 
umph and many more inaremark- 
able autobiography. ‘A Wilmington 
Farmer’, The 200,000 cubic yards 
of earth he carted away by oxen 
forms the land on which Boston’s 
North Station stands, 

(Miss Burke further describes 
Wilmington, England, including a 
yew tree which is 23 feet in girth 
and probably the oldest yew in 
Sussex, the county in which Wil- 
mington, England is located, She 
then goes on to say: 

England’s Wilmington, which has 
neither grown nor shrunk in 1000 
years, will never match its boom- 
ing Baby State namesake, Nothing 
will ever come to it like Rtes 3 
and 93, which, in less than a gene- 
ration, have tripled the population 
of Wilmington, Mass., and in 1964 
brought it $17.5 million in new 
business development,’

The bill provides for a district 
advisory board, consisting of a 
member of the board of selectmen 
of each of the towns in the district, 
or their respective designees, each 
of whom shall be a person exper- 
fenced in the field of water supply, 
a member from each water district 
in the Ipswich River Watershed

vestigation of all available water 
resources for the district and 
methots of preserving and in- 
creasing such resources, 

It is also charged with the duty 
to investigate allpertinent matters 
relating to the quantity of water 
required, how it can be obt: 
its quality, the best methods of 
protecting the purity of the water, 
and the construction, operation and 
maintenance of the works for stor- 
ing, conveying or purifying the 
water, etc, 

The Commission is to make an 
annual report to the General Court 
with such recommended legisla- 
tion as it may deem desirable, 

The District is empowered to 
enter into agreements with the 
State or federal government, or any 
agency or either, or any corpora- 
tion, commission or board author- 
ized by state or federal government 
to grant, or loan money to, or 
otherwise assist in the financing 
of projects, and to accept grants 
and to borrow money frdm any 
agency or corporation, as may be 
necessary or desirable to carry 
out the purposes of the act, 

The last provision of the chap- 
ter says that nothing in the act 
shill be construed as authorizing, 
without the consent of the city or 
town affected, any interference 
with any existing rights, water sup- 
ply, or storage, 

The bill was signed by Governor 
Volpe on September 5th,

‘Town Meeting Expense 

As things stand at the present 
time the Selectmen do not have suf- 
ficient funds to conduct the Special 
Town Meeting of next Saturday, 
They have had conversations with 
the Finance Committee about a tran 
sfer of funds, 

When Paul Niles proposed that 
the Selectmen publicize their views 
in a paid advertisement in the 
Town Crier Selectman Miceli ob- 
jected, He felt further that the 
Town Crier should publish the 
warrant for the Town Meeting as 
a public service, or else that the 
people of the town could go and 
read the posted coples, 

Bob Peters, Town Accountant, 
who was sitting in for the Town 
Manager (home in bed with a cold) 
told the Selectmen that he had been 
talking with the Chairman and 
Secretary of the Finance Commit- 
tee a week ago, about town meeting 
costs, and had explained the need 
for additional monies, According 
to Peters the two men seemed to 
be in approval. 

Referring again to the warrant 
Mr Niles wanted to have the views 
of the board pubiicized. MrsDrew 
thought it was an unnecessary ex- 
pense, and that perhaps there would 
be changes anyway, before next 
Saturday, Miceli thought that the 
press could print the selectmen’s 
views as a ‘story’. 

Bender reminded the board that 
they had voted on this, as a matter 
of policy, a year ago, 

In the final moments of the dis- 
cussion of ‘views’ it turned out that 
Messrs Bender and Niles were in 
the minority.

Dear Larz: 


It seems to be time to set the 
records straight concerning Wil- 
mington’s brary needs, Expert 
advice has been obtained by the 
Town of Wilmington concerning 
three important items, 

One: The site recommended by 
Mr Snow, planning consultant, as 
the best one for Wilmington’s li~ 
brary is the Walker School site, 

His second recommendation is 
the Rotary Park area onthe Church 
Street - Adelaide Street corner, 
(Not the Little League Park area.) 

Two: The needed floor space for 
this library is 21,000 square feet, 
‘This was arrived at by co-ordina~ 
ting Wilmington’s project popula~ 
tion figure with certain standard 
figures on necessary space as ex- 
timated by experienced planners in 
library work, Thus Mr, McNiff, 
the library consultant, recom- 
mended 21,000 square feet as the 
size needed by this town, (We read 
and hear a lot about 15,000 square 
feet. This is not the true figure), 

Three: Experts tell us that so 
many parking spaces are needed 
in relation to the various seating 
capacities within a lbrary, On 
this I get many inquiries saying 
that the questioner never sees a lot 
of cars in front of the library, so 
what’s the need?

Whether Wilmington benefits 
from these knowledgeable opinions 
or not, they have been asked for, 
given, and paid for, We shouldnot 
lose track of them in the midst of 
many inaccurate rumors,

Star awards, 

Although it is not generally 
known, we have a well known resi- 
ident of Wilmington who has the 
distinction of holding the Navy 
Cross, second only to the Con- 
gessional Medal of Honor, The 
Navy Cross is also the highest a- 
ward for heroic service bestowed 
upon members of our Naval Ser- 
vice. 

Fred Arsenault of Dell Drive 
received this award along with 
the Purple Heart for heroic ac- 
tions as a member of an under- 
water Demolition Team in World 
War I, UDT members had the 
unenviable task of swimming un- 
derwater to selected beachheads 
under cover of darkness and plac- 
ing explosive charges at all obsta- 
cles that would hinder major land- 
ing forces, long before invasion of 
those beaches actually took place, 

Often UDT members were 
dropped off PT boats or Submar- 
ines several miles from land just 
after dusk and were not picked up 
until just before dawn, They were 
required to rely solely upon their 
physical stamina and superb swim- 
ming ability, It is only just that 
such heroic action be recognized, 
for men such as Fred Aresnault 
made it possible for this nation 
to achieve tremendous success in 
its storming of enemy beachheads 
during World War I.
